"D  UTGERS  COLLEGE  has  become 
Rutgers  University,  and  we  offer  our 
respectful  best  wishes  on  the  occasion  of 
its  expansion  into  our  more  ambitious  com- 
pany. We  do  not  understand,  however, 
that  the  change  of  nomenclature  carries 
with  it  any  immediate  and  spectacular  de- 
velopment. It  is  rather  a  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  Rutgers  is  more  than  a  mere 
college,  with  its  main  department  for  men, 
its  women's  college  and  its  agricultural 
department. 

Most  of  us  know  Rutgers  principally 
through  its  close  approach  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad  tracks,  from  which  we 
glimpse  its  old  Colonial  row  in  passing. 
How  little,  by  the  way,  we  college  men 
know  about  other  colleges  than  our  own  ! 


'  I  '  HIS  fact  was  brought  again  to  the 
editor's  attention  the  other  day  on  his 
return  from  the  Commencement  exercises 
at  Andover.  Behind  him  in  the  car  of  the 
train  for  Boston  sat  two  old  Andover  grad- 
uates with  whom  he  entered  into  casual 
conversation.  One  of  them  proved  to  be 
a  Yale  man  and  the  other  a  graduate  of 
Williams.  As  courtesy  seemed  to  demand, 
the  editor  injected  into  the  talk  as  many 
agreeable  things  as  he  could  think  of  re- 
garding the  excellent  institutions  of  learn- 
ing at  New  Haven  and  Williamstown. 
(The  Harkness  tower  will  always  stir  a 
Yale  man  to  enthusiasm,  as  it  should,  and 
a  Williams  grad.  can  usually  be  reached 
with  pleasant  references  to  the  Berkshire 
scenery  and  the  fine  new  college  buildings 
at  Williamstown).  There  was  a  good  deal 
of  talk  about  Yale  and  Williams,  accord- 
ingly, which  the  editor  enjoyed  as  much  as 
anyone.  It  came  out,  incidentally,  that  the 
editor's  boy  at  Andover  was  going  to  enter 


Brown.  "O!"  said  the  Yale  man — and 
that  was  literally  the  only  reference  to 
Brown  in  the  entire  conversation  on  the 
part  of  any  one  of  those  engaged  in  it.  In 
fact,  the  Yale  man  did  not  seem  interested 
in  Williams  or  the  Williams  man  in  Yale. 

We  plead  for  knowledge  about  other 
colleges  and  a  willingness  to  talk  about 
them.  We  can  conceive  of  no  greater  evi- 
dence of  provinciality  than  the  absorption 
of  a  college  graduate  in  his  own  institu- 
tion to  the  point  where,  his  face  having 
been  alight  with  enthusiasm  during  his  ref- 
ences  to  it,  his  smile  vanishes  and  eye  dulls 
at  the  mention  of  some  other  college. 

As  the  motto  in  the  University  Club  re- 
minds us,  Veritas  una,  luces  multae. 


/^  FTEN  the  college  graduate  says  to 
himself:  "If  I  had  my  undergraduate 
days  to  live  over  again,  I  would  go  in  for 
high  marks.  Why  is  it  that  the  3'ounger 
generation  has  so  little  interest  in  schol- 
arship? I  should  think  that  a  mentally 
and  physically  normal  boy  would  jump  at 
the  chance  to  pit  his  wits  and  skill  and 
strength  against  his  fellows." 

But  how  often  the  graduate  himself 
follows  the  path  of  least  resistance  when 
he  gets  out  into  life.  How  often  he  repre- 
sents in  his  business  or  official  career  the 
same  type  of  indolence  that  many  under- 
graduates represent'  His  idea  is  to  get 
through  the  day  comfortably,  to  do  a  fair 
but  not  an  excessive  amount  of  work,  to 
avoid  the  harder  places,  to  be  content  with 
a  mediocre  accomplishment,  to  leave  the 
dizzier  pinnacles  for  other  men  to  climb. 

Of  course  there  are  innumerable  in- 
stances to  the  contrary.  We  are  all  famil- 
iar with  cases  of  men  who  woke  up  after 
they  had  finished  college  and  made  a  great 
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name  for  themselves.  But  nevertheless 
there  are  a  very  large  number  who  cannot 
understand  the  undergraduate's  unwilling- 
ness to  make  the  most  of  himself  and 
yet  exemplify  in  their  own  after  lives  the 
philosophy  of  unstriving  mediocrity. 

IF  YOU,  fellow-graduate  of  Brown, 
were  choosing  a  site  for  the  new  Hege- 
man  Hall  of  Residence,  where  would  you 
place  it?  Three  sites  have  been  under  dis- 
cussion— one,  the  property  newly  acquired 
by  the  University  on  the  south  side  of  Col- 
lege Hill,  east  of  the  Athenaeum  and  west 
of  the  D.  K.  E.  House ;  the  second,  the  two 
lots  now  occupied  by  old  wooden  houses, 
the  property  of  the  University,  just  east  of 
the  John  Carter  Brown  Library  on  George 
street;  the  third,  the  lot  on  which  the  brick 
residential  block  at  the  corner  of  George 
and  Thayer  streets  stands. 

Personally  we  have  no  strong  preference 
in  the  matter,  though  on  the  whole  it  seems 
to  us  as  if  a  dormitory  on  College  Hill 
would  suffer  a  disadvantage  in  its  close 
proximity  to  the  downtown  district.  Other 
things  being  equal,  we  would  rather  have  it 
a  little  further  from  Westminster  street. 
However,  there  are  now  four  fraternity 
houses  on  College  Hill. 

As  we  go  to  press,  we  learn  that  the  two 
George  street  sites  are  still  under  discus- 
sion with  the  probabilities  favoring  the  se- 
lection of  the  one  at  the  corner  of  Thayer 
street.  It  will  surprise  most  Brown  alumni 
to  know  that  the  University  has  lately  ac- 
quired the  brick  block  there.  This  block 
contains  four  dwellings,  but  has  not  proved 
of  recent  years  a  very  popular  renting  prop- 
erty. It  is  in  poor  repair  and  it  seems  likely 
that  the  block  will  be  torn  down,  at  least  in 
part,  and  the  new  dormitory  erected  on  a 
north-and-south  site,  facing  on  Thayer 
street  and  occupying  the  eastern  half  of  the 
lot  on  which  the  block  now  stands. 

It  may  also  surprise  most  of  our  readers 


to  know  that  the  theory  is  that  dormitories, 
other  things  being  equal,  should  run  north 
and  south  rather  than  east  and  west,  so 
that  the  sun  will  reach  all  the  rooms  at 
some  time  of  the  day.  One  argument 
against  the  College  Hill  site  was  that  the 
dormitory,  if  built  there  would  run  east 
and  west. 

What,  now,  shall  be  done  with  the  va- 
cant property  on  College  Hill?  We  do 
not  know  that  any  very  serious  thought  is 
being  bestowed  upon  the  question.  It  may 
be  that  a  dormitory  will  eventually  be 
erected  there,  or  that  it  will  be  used  for  a 
recitation  hall  or  laboratory.  The  main 
point  is  that  the  property  belongs  to  the 
University  and  will  be  utilized  for  some 
purpose  that  will  emphasize  the  fact  that 
College  street  above  Benefit  street  is  a 
Brown  thoroughfare — open  to  the  public 
of  course,  but  dominated  by  structures  pos- 
sessing a  University  significance. 


IIJOW  great  an  institution,  financially 
considered.  Brown  University  has 
become  is  shown  by  the  statement,  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  the  Monthly, 
that  the  operating  expenses  for  next  year  are 
estimated  at  $944,000.  The  day  cannot  be 
far  distant  when  it  will  cost  well  over  a 
million  dollars  a  year  to  pay  the  Universi- 
ty's bills. 


TT  IS  gratifying  to  know  that  a  sufficient 
sum  has  actually  been  paid  in  on  the  ath- 
letic fund  to  justify  the  Corporation  in  au- 
thorizing the  immediate  beginning  of  work 
on  the  construction  of  the  stadium.  The 
work  on  the  Cole  street  plat — Aldrich 
Field — was  long  ago  begim.  The  more 
that  can  be  done  on  the  stadium  this  season, 
the  better.  There  must  be  no  slip-up  on 
the  plan  to  have  it  ready  for  the  unique

The  entire  four  days, 
from  Saturday  to  Wednesday  inclusive, 
were  pleasant,  though  Wednesday  waxed  a 
trifle  warmer  than  was  necessary. 

CLASS   DAY 

A  company  of  nearly  or  quite  a  thousand 
persons  attended  the  "Under  the  Elms"  ex- 
ercises on  the  middle  campus  on  Monday 
afternoon. 

The  speakers,  in  addition  to  President 
Faunce,  were  Charles  Sumner  Stedman, 
Jr.,  who  delivered  the  farewell  address  of 
the  Senior  class;  Ernest  Frederic  Schmults, 
class  poet;  Mahlon  Martin  Meier,  class 
odist,  and  Edward  Ringrose  Place,  class 
prophet.  Joe  Nutter,  President  of  the  Se- 
nior class,  presided. 

President  Faunce,  basing  his  remarks  on 
the  ancient  proverb,  "He  that  regardeth 
the  wind  shall  not  sow;  he  that  watcheth 
the  clouds  shall  not  reap,"  pointed  out  that 
the  man  who  allows  his  mind  to  dwell  on 
other  things  beside  his  work  will  never  get 
anywhere,  will  never  amount  to  anything, 
and  eventually  will  lose  what  interest  he 
may  have  had  in  life  and  become  nothing 
more  than  a  rolling  stone. 

"I  do  not  like  rolling  stones,"  President 
Faunce  said,  "for  they  are  the  men  who  do 
not  give  their  all  to  their  tasks.  They  root 
nowhere  but  are  continually  changing  and 
changing,  looking  for  something  easy,  some- 
thing better  than  they  have,  without  having 
to  labor  for  the  fruits. 

"Make  the  most  of  your  opportunities. 
Get  the  most  out  of  the  place  where  you 
are  and  strive  to  make  a  success.  For  if 
you  have  a  will  there  is  a  way,  and  where 
there  is  a  way  there  should  be  a  will. 

"Have  perseverance,  integrity,  courage 
and  ambition  and  everything  will  come  to 
you  in  time.  Of  course  there  will  be  clouds 
on  the  horizon,  the  cloud  of  ill  health, 
the  cloud  of  sorrow  and  disappointment 
and   the   cloud   of  small  opportunity — and 


things  will  not  always  be  as  sunny  as  the 
sky  is  here  to-day.  But  do  not  let  them 
worry  you.  Stick  to  your  tasks  in  man- 
fashion,  be  big  enough  to  do  your  work 
and  you  will  reap  the  harvests  that  are  in 
store  for  you  in  a  life  worth  living. 

CLASS   DAY   EVENING 

We  quote  from  the  Journal's  romantic 
account  of  Class  Day  evening: 

"The  verdant,  ancient  campus  that  lies 
high  and  isolated  upon  the  hill  was  clothed 
by  nature  and  by  artifice  with  a  soft,  re- 
splendent glamour  that  entwined  itself 
about  the  thoughts  of  all  who  went  within. 
Swaying  loops  of  lanterns  made  a  colorful 
lacework  above  the  lawns  that  was  rivalled 
only  by  the  stately  splendor  of  the  moon, 
which  in  honor  of  the  occasion  chose  to  be 
perfectly  spherical. 

"From  Sayles  and  Rockefeller  Halls, 
where  lilting  couples  voiced  their  mood  in 
dancing,  strains  of  suavely  syncopated 
melody  escaped  to  burden  the  air.  High 
aloft,  the  belfry  of  old  'U.H.,'  called  in 
the  catalogue  University  Hall,  was  ablaze 
with  incandescence,  while  in  the  centre  of 
the  intertwining  throng  a  band  burst  on 
occasion  into  tunes  more  martial. 

"At  10  o'clock  a  respite  hardly  earned 
was  taken  by  the  dancers  in  order  that  all 
might  attend  the  sonorous  singing  of  1924 
on  the  chapel  steps.  Their  first  song  was 
appropriately  that  gem  of  college  melodies, 
written  by  J.  N.  Eno,  Brown  '83,  'Chapel 
Steps,'  and  was  followed  by  'We  Are  Ever 
True  to   Brown.' 

"After  a  bit  they  rose  and  swung  into  the 
strains  of  'Alma  Mater,'  stately  tune  of 
stately  words,  and  as  the  phrases  'The  hap- 
piest moments  of  youth's  fleeting  hours, 
we've  passed  'neath  the  shade  of  these  time- 
honored  walls'  drifted  over  the  hushed  as- 
sembly many  an  alumnus,  grown  gray  (and 
perhaps  a  little  bald),  felt  a  recurrence  of 
the  spirit  he  had  come  far  to  seek. 

"Little  more  than  an  hour  of  dancing 
brought  the  evening  to  a  close  for  all  ex- 
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cept  the  privileged,  who  scurried  at  the  toll- 
ing of  the  bell  that  had  called  them  to 
classes  for  four  long  years,  and  miracu- 
lously reappeared  in  costumes  whose  vari- 
ety and  extemporaneity  can  be  found  only 
on  a  college  campus.  They  swung  into 
line,  but  not  in  step,  and  swept  through  the 
gates  to  the  crest  of  College  Hill. 

"Behind  the  band,  a  band  chiefly  notable 
for  its  place  at  the  head  of  the  column, 
they  descended  the  incline  in  a  blaze  of  fiery 
splendor  to  Market  square,  quickly  crossed 
the  level  to  the  foot  of  Waterman  street, 
and  charged  up  that  eminence  to  Benefit. 
They  disappeared,  cheering,  into  the  staid 
arsenal  of  the  Providence  Marine  Corps  of 
Artillery,  where,  under  the  encouragement 
of  Gerald  W.  Bennett,  chairman  of  the 
Class  Day  committee  and  toastmaster  of 
the  evening,  Hugh  J.  Reynolds,  Joe  Nut- 
ter, class  President,  and  John  J.  Monk, 
held  forth  in  oratory." 

TUESDAY'S   EVENTS 

The  class  reunions  reached  their  climax 
on  Tuesday  afternoon  and  evening,  though 
some  of  them  began  on  Monday  and  lasted 
until  Wednesday. 

The  oldest  class  represented  was  1855, 
ex-Governor  A.  O.  Bourn  and  Rev.  W.  J. 
Batt  both  being  in  attendance.  Rev.  Ly- 
man B.  Tefft  '58  and  Thomas  W.  Bicknell 
'60  were  also  present.  The  first  two  are 
the  only  members  of  our  oldest  surviving 
class,  and  the  last  two  are  the  oldest 
alumni  in  years. 

The  long-distance  record  was  made  by 
William  Grant  Van  Home  of  the  class  of 
1877,  for  22  years  judge  of  the  Interna- 
tional Court  of  First  Instance  at  Cairo, 
Egypt.  Judge  Van  Home  recently  re- 
signed and  sailed  from  Cairo  in  time  to 
reach  Providence  for  the  gathering  of  his 
classmates.

COMMENCEMENT  DAY 

The  Commencement  Day  procession  in- 
cluded more  than  1200  undergraduates, 
alumni  and  officers  of  the  University. 

At  the  meeting  house  a  total  of  334  de- 
grees were  awarded,  of  which  272  were 
first  degrees,  56  advanced  degrees  and  six 
honorary  awards. 

The  recipients  of  honorary  awards  were : 
Masanao  Hanihara,  Japanese  Ambassador 
to  the  United  States,  Doctor  of  Laws ;  Wil- 
liam Howard  Sweetland,  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Supreme  Court,  Doctor 
of  Laws;  James  Henry  Franklin,  Secretary 
of  the  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Society, 
New  York,  Doctor  of  Divinity;  Robert 
Lincoln  O'Brien,  editor  of  the  Boston  Her- 
ald, Doctor  of  Literature;  Wilberforce 
Fames,  librarian.  New  York,  Doctor  of 
Literature,  and  Joseph  H.  Gainer,  Mayor 
of  Providence,  Master  of  Arts. 

The  degrees  in  course  included  Bachelor 


of  Arts  (119),  Bachelor  of  Philosophy 
(124),  B.  of  S.  in  Engineering,  B.  of  Ed- 
ucation, M.  A.,  M.  S.,  B.  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration   and    Doctor    of    Philosophy. 

At  the  afternoon  exercises  in  Sayles  Hall 
the  speakers  were  Elmer  L.  Stevens  '04  of 
Chicago,  presiding  officer ;  Governor  Flynn, 
President  Faurice,  Ambassador  Hanihara 
and  Robert  L.  O'Brien,  editor  of  the  Bos- 
ton Herald. 

Dr.  Faunce  read  the  following  letter 
from  Clinton  L.  White  1900: 

"The  Brown  Amphitheatre  committee  is 
pleased  to  render  to  you.  President  Faunce, 
the  following  report.  The  majority  of  the 
subscriptions  to  the  fund  were  in  amounts 
less  than  $5000.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
those  contributing  $5000  or  more: 

"John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  of  New  York, 
$100,000;  Aldrich  brothers,  Charles  T. 
Aldrich  of  Providence,  Henry  L.  Aldrich 
of  Providence,  $iOO,000;  C.  Prescott 
Knight  of  Providence,  $10,000;  Henry  F. 
Lippitt  of  Providence,  $io,000;  Jesse  H. 
Metcalf  of  Providence,  $I0,000;  Stephen 
O.  Metcalf  of  Providence,  $io,ooo;  Henry 
D.  Sharpe  of  Providence,  $10,000;  Class 
of  1899  in  25th  reunion,  $5,525;  Alfred  C. 
Bedford  of  New  York,  $5,000;  Webster 
Knight  of  Providence,  $5,000;  George  E. 
Warren  of  Boston,  $5,000. 

"C.  Prescott  Knight,  in  the  name  of  the 
class  of  1885,  to  put  the  fund  'over  the  top,' 
$7)500,  making  Mr.  Knight's  total  pledge 
$17,500. 

"The  committee  reports  to  you  that  the 
total  number  of  subscribers  to  date  is  3600 
for  a  total  of  $501,000  in  full  completion 
of  the  fund. 

"The  expense  of  the  campaign  has  been 
kept  well  within  2^^  per  cent.,  so  that  the 
interest  upon  the  fund  paid  in  will  more 
than  offset  the  expense,  and  net  the  com- 
mittee over  one-half  million  dollars." 

Since  this  letter  was  written,  the  total 
of  the  fund  has  been  increased  to  $512,316, 
with  3719  as  the  aggregate  number  of  sub- 
scribers.    Mrs.  Frank  A.  Sayles  has  been 
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added  to  the  list  of  those  giving  $I0,000 
each.  Of  the  total  fund,  over  $350,000 
was  raised  in  Rhode  Island. 

Dr.  Faunce  announced  that  the  pledges 
for  the  Social  Hall  fund  for  the  Women's 
College  now^  amount  to  $314,600,  includ- 
ing the  sum  raised  by  the  alumnae  and  stu- 
dents and  the  gift  of  Stephen  O.  Metcalf, 
who  has  promised  to  give  an  amount 
equal  to  the  total  contributed  by  alumnae 
and  students. 

Other  gifts  announced  by  Dr.  Faunce 
included : 

Five  thousand  dollars  from  Mrs.  Edgar 
J.  Lownes,  for  organ  recitals  to  be  given 
in  memory  of  her  husband. 

Five  thousand  dollars  from  Abbott  B. 
Rice  '84,  for  scholarships  for  graduates 
from  the  Newton,  Mass.,  high  school. 

A  portrait  of  Allen  Ormsbee  Peck  of  the 
class  of  1824,  given  by  Ellen  and  Elizabeth 
Peck. 

One  thousand  dollars  from  the  Social 
Hall  fund  from  the  graduating  class  of  the 
Women's  College. 

One  thousand  dollars  from  the  class  of 
1880  in  honor  of  the  25th  anniversary  of 
President  Faunce's  coming  to  Brown. 

Twenty  thousand  dollars  from  the 
Brown  Loyalty  fund  toward  a  new  gymna- 
sium. 

Mr.  Hanihara,  whose  "grave  conse- 
quences" note  to  Secretary  Hughes  two 
months  ago  caused  Congress  to  write  the 
Japanese  exclusion  clause  into  the  immigra- 
tion bill,  in  the  course  of  his  address  asked 
"if  it  is  the  true  sentiment  of  the  American 
people  to  make  light  of  its  friendship  for 
Japan." 

"The  friendship  of  Japan  and  America," 
Mr.  Hanihara  declared,  "has  been  built 
up  by  hard,  conscientious  labor  of  the  two 
peoples  extending  over  nearly  three-quar- 
ters of  a  century,  not  only  to  the  good  of 
themselves  alone,  but  to  the  good  of  the 
rest  of  mankind." 


The  Japanese  Ambassador  told  his  hear- 
ers that  it  "is  indeed  a  blessing  to  feel  that 
one  is  among  trusted  friends,  to  whom  he 
may  open  his  heart  without  fear  of  being 
misunderstood." 

He  declared  that  Brown,  in  conferring 
the  honorary  degree  upon  him,  "has  not 
only  honored  me,  but  also  the  country  that 
I  represent,"  and  added  that  he  prized  the 
honor  highly  "because  it  is  an  assurance 
for  my  country  of  your  good  will  and 
friendship." 

"The  next  speaker,"  said  Mr.  Preston, 
introducing  Mr.  O'Brien,  "is  from  Bos- 
ton; but  you  mustn't  hold  that  against 
him.  The  only  thing  of  interest  or  beauty 
to  me  in  Boston,"  he  added,  "married 
another  man." 

Mr.  O'Brien  spoke  of  the  dangers  we 
run  under  our  haphazard  method  of  nomi- 
nating Presidents,  relating  anecdotes  of  a 
number  of  prominent  political  figures.  He 
referred  to.  New  England's  last  previous 
citizen  in  the  Presidency,  Franklin  Pierce, 
and  told  several  stories  concerning  him. 

He  asserted  that  an  old  man  in  Con- 
cord, N.  H.,  broke  the  news  to  Pierce  of 
the    latter's    nomination    in    these    words: 

"Strange  as  it  may  seem,  sir,  and  ridicu- 
lous as  it  may  appear,  sir,  they  have  nom- 
inated you." 

Mr.  O'Brien  said  it  was  only  by  good 
fortune  that  the  country  had  escaped  hav- 
ing many  unfit  Presidents,  operating  as  it 
does  under  the  party  convention  system. 

As  Mr.  O'Brien  continued  his  anecdotes 
of  Presidents,  he  related  several  concerning 
Grover  Cleveland,  whose  personal  secre- 
tary he  was  for  several  years. 

He  said  that  he  believed  the  Republicans 
made  a  good  choice  in  General  Dawes  for 
Vice  President,  but  pointed  out  that  the 
choice  was  made  only  after  the  nomina- 
tion had  been  bandied  about  with  no  one 
willing  to  accept  it. 

He  declared  that  the  President  nowa- 
days is  the  legislative  leader  of  the  country 
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and  that  he  is  becoming  more  and  more 
like  the  Premier  in  a  parliamentary  Gov- 
ernment. He  opposed  popular  primaries 
for   the   nomination   of    presidential    candi- 


dates as  well  as  the  proposal  for  a  single 
six-year  term  for  Presidents.  He  advocated 
advancing  the  presidential  inauguration 
date   from   March   4  to  Jan.    i. 


University  News 


CORPORATION  NOTES 

The  June  meeting  of  the  Advisory  and 
Executive  Committee  was  held  in  the 
President's  Office  on  Friday,  June  13th,  at 
2.30  p.  m.  The  budget  was  revised,  in- 
cluding many  changes  in  appointments  to 
the  teaching  staff,  and  showing  an  operating 
expense  for  next  year  of  $944,000.  The 
report  of  the  Comptroller  was  presented 
and  placed  on  file. 

The  thanics  of  the  Corporation  were  pre- 
sented to  Dr.  Cornelius  Woelfkin  of  New- 
York  for  his  assistance  in  connection  with 
the  gift  of  $250,000  for  the  John  R.  Hege- 
man  Hall. 

It  was  voted  that  a  certain  number  of 
fellowships  be  established  to  enable  the 
ministers  of  churches  in  Rhode  Island  to 
avail  themselves  of  courses  of  graduate 
study  on  the  same  terms  as  are  offered  to 
teachers  in  public  schools.  The  President 
and  the  Professor  of  Biblical  literature 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  vote. 

A  report  of  progress  was  presented  by 
Dr.  Bumpus  on  behalf  of  the  committee  on 
further  provision  for  the  training  of  grad- 
uate students  in  public  health. 

A  report  was  presented  by  Mr.  Wood 
on  the  present  situation  with  regard  to  the 
Modern  Language  Building. 

The  President  reported  that  a  gift  of 
$5000  had  been  received  from  Mrs.  Lownes 
to  constitute  a  memorial  to  her  husband, 
the  late  Edgar  John  Lownes,  the  income 
to  be  used  in  furnishing  organ  recitals  in 
Sayles  Hall. 

A  report  was  presented  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Brown  Amphitheatre  show- 
ing that  $50,000  had   already    been    paid 


in  to  the  treasury  of  the  University,  where- 
upon it  was  voted  that  the  Committee  on 
Amphitheatre  and  Athletic  Fields  should 
be  authorized  to  proceed  at  once  with  the 
building  of  the  Stadium  and  the  equipment 
of  the  fields,  in  accordance  with  general 
plans  previously  presented. 

The  Committee  adjourned  at  five  o'clock. 

JUNE   CORPORATION    MEETING 

At  the  meeting  of  the  University  Corpo- 
ration on  Thursday,  June  19,  C.  Sherman 
Hoyt  and  Herbert  H.  Rice  were  elected 
trustees,  the  latter  succeeding  himself. 

The  question  of  amending  the  charter 
of  the  LTniversity  came  up  for  friendly  dis- 
cussion and  favorable  comment  followed. 
After  Dr.  Faunce  had  made  a  broad- 
minded  presentation  of  the  subject  and 
other  members  of  the  Corporation  had  dis- 
cussed it  in  the  same  amicable  and  sensible 
way,  it  was  voted  that  a  committee  of  five 
should  be  appointed  by  the  President  to 
consider  changes  in  the  charter  and  report 
its  findings  next  June. 

The  Corporation  passed  unanimously  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  Clinton  C.  White  1900 
and  his  associates  for  their  effective  work 
in  raising  the  half  million  dollars  necessary 
for  the  building  of  a  football  amphitheatre 
and  providing  other  outdoor  athletic  equip- 
ment for  the  University.  Thanks  were 
also  voted  to  Mrs.  Edgar  J.  Lownes  for  her 
gift  of  $5000  for  organ  recitals  to  be  given 
in  memory  of  her  husband,  and  to  Henry 
D.  Sharpe  for  taking  care  of  the  salary  of 
a  cataloguer  in  the  John  Hay  Library. 

President  Faunce  made  his  report  and 
Frank  W.  Matteson,  treasurer  of  the  Uni- 
versity,   submitted    his  report.     Henry  D. 
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Sharpe,  Z.  Chafee,  Paul  C.  DeWolf,  Wil- 
liam Vail  Kellen  and  Charles  R.  Adams 
told  respectively  of  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittees of  which  they  are  chairmen.  Mr. 
Adams's  report  dealt  with  the  new  hall  of 
residence  for  which  the  University  has  re- 
ceived $250,000  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
John  R.  Hegeman. 

Chancellor  Arnold  B.  Chace,  Oscar  Lap- 
ham,  Dr.  Hermon  C.  Bumpus  and  Walter 
C.  .Wyckofif  were  re-appointed  as  members 
of  the  advisory  and  executive  committee 
and  Paul  C.  DeWolf  and  James  M.  Pen- 
dleton were  named  as  auditors. 

Members  of  the  committee  on  invest- 
ments, library,  scholarships,  board  of  man- 
agement of  the  John  Carter  Brown  Library 
and  board  of  management  of  the  Brown 
Union  were  likewise  reappointed.  Fred  T. 
Field  of  Boston  was  named  as  a  member 
of  the  committee  to  fill  vacancies  in  the 
board  of  trustees  to  succeed  Walter  C. 
Wyckoff,  whose  term  has  expired. 

The  choice  of  a  member  of  the  advisory 
council  of  the  Women's  College  to  serve 
for  five  years  in  place  of  the  late  Sarah  E. 
Doyle  was  postponed  until  fall.  Professor 
John  F.  Greene  and  Albert  D.  Mead  were 
named  to  represent  the  University  on  the 
board  of  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  De- 
sign and  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Women's  College  was  re-elected. 

PHI  BETA  KAPPA 

Professor  James  .Quayle  Dealey  '90  of 
the  Brown  faculty  was  unanimously  re-el- 
ected President  of  the  Rhode  Island  Alpha 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  for  the  year  1924-25  at 
the  annual  meeting  on  June  17.  The  fol- 
lowing other  officers  were  also  chosen : 
Vice  President — Dr.  Henry  A.  Whitmarsh, 
Secretary — Professor  William  T.  Hastings, 
Treasurer — William  W.  Moss,  Historian 
— Professor  Wilfred  H.  Munro,  Auditor 
— Claude  R.  Branch. 

Two  graduates  of  Brown  University, 
Professor  Philip  D.  Sherman  of  Oberlin 
College,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1902, 
and  Howard  M.  Chapin  '08,  librarian  of 


the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society,  were 
elected  to  membership. 

Henry  D.  Sharpe,  chairman  of  the  local 
committee  on  the  National  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
Endowment,  reported  that  about  $2000 
had  been  contributed  by  members  of  the 
Brown  Chapter,  and  that  $8,000  more  was 
sought.  The  Brown  Chapter  leads  all 
others  in  contributions  thus  far,  with  the 
exception  of  the  original  chapter  at  Wil- 
liam and  Mary  College. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  By- 
Laws  were  adopted : 

1.  Amend  Article  III,  Section  9,  of  the 
By-Laws  to  read :  "A  member  of  any  other 
Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is  entitled  to 
attend  the  meetings  and  enjoy  the  social 
privileges  of  a  member  of  the  Chapter  at 
Brown  University.  Members  of  other 
Chapters  who  are  also  members  of  the  Fac- 
ulty of  Brovv^n  University  may,  during 
their  connection  with  the  University,  be  reg- 
istered as  associate  members  with  all  the 
privileges  of  members." 

2.  Amend  Section  6  of  the  By-Laws  to 
read:  "No  undergraduate  shall  be  eligible 
for  election  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  unless  at 
least  two-fifths  of  his  work  has  been  in 
humanities,  which  shall  here  be  understood 
to  mean  courses  in  language,  literature,  fine 
arts,  philosophy,  education,  history,  politi- 
cal science,  and  economics,  and  unless  in 
those  courses  he  shall  have  attained  an  av- 
erage grade  of  B." 

WOMEN'S  COLLEGE  SOCIAL 
HALL 

The  main  feature  of  the  Commencement 
season  at  the  Women's  College  was  the  suc- 
cess of  the  movement  to  raise  a  fund  for 
a  new  social  and  religious  building.  The 
undergraduate  body  pledged  more  than 
$18,000,  and  enough  other  pledges  have 
been  secured  to  bring  the  total  above  the 
required  $150,000  from  graduates,  under- 
graduates and  special  students  past  and 
present.  Mr.  Stephen  O.  Metcalf,  Brown 
'78,  had  generously  agreed  to  match  the 
contributions  from  these  sources  dollar  for 
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dollar,  so  that  more  than  $300,000  for  the 
building  is  now  assured.  It  is  a  splendid 
achievement  for  the  promoters  of  the  un- 
dertaking and  for  those  who  worked  to 
bring  it  to  fulfillment.  To  Mr.  Metcalf 
in  particular  the  gratitude  of  the  college 
and  its  multitude  of  friends  is  of  course 
due.  He  has  been  a  most  liberal  donor  of 
the  institution  in  the  past,  so  that  this  la- 
test gift  is  only  a  crowning  benefaction. 

The  plan  has  been  to  erect  the  building 
east  of  Sayles  Gymnasium,  in  part  on  a  lot 
given  by  Mr.  Metcalf  some  time  ago  and 
in  part  on  the  none-too-large  campus.  But  as 
we  go  to  press  we  hear  of  a  movement, 
started  by  the  Boston  alumnae,  to  raise  a 
fund  of  $10,000  for  the  purchase  of  land 
sufficient,  east  of  and  adjoining  the  lot 
given  by  Mr.  Metcalf,  to  accommodate 
the  building,  so  that  the  campus,  as  it  ex- 
ists to-day,  will  not  have  to  be  encroached 
upon.  A  most  commendable  idea.  Cer- 
tainly the  attractive  open  space  now  devoted 
to  lawn,  shrubs  and  trees  should  be  left  in- 
tact if  possible.

Brown  Beats  Yale  and  Harvard 


BROWN  5,  YALE  i 

Brown  won  from  Yale  at  Andrews 
Field,  May  28,  5  to  i,  thereby  taking  both 
games  of  the  annual  series. 

Yale  could  do  nothing  against  the  superb 
pitching  of  Elmer  Duggan,  Brown's  star 
left-handed  pitcher,  getting  only  three  hits. 

Captain  Bill  Mallory  made  two  of  these, 
one  of  them  going  deep  into  left  field  for  a 
homer  and  Yale's  only  run. 

In  addition  to  holding  the  Yale  batters 
to  three  hits,  Duggan  fanned  sixteen  bat- 
ters, Charlie  O'Hearn  being  the  only  mem- 
ber of  the  Yale  team  to  escape.  Duggan 
was  in  trouble  only  once  during  the  game, 
in  the  eighth,  when  he  passed  Wear  and 
Neale,  the  first  two  men  up.  But  he 
worked  out  of  this  hole  by  striking  out 
Hinchcliffe,  Lindley  and  Ewing  in  succes- 
sion. Only  one  Yale  man  except  Mallory 
reached  third  base. 

Brown  found  Ashburn  for  three  hits, 
one  a  double  by  Dixon  in  the  third  inning, 
and  these  coupled  with  a  base  on  balls  and 
Neale's  error  in  handling  Ruckstull's  drive 
to  centre  netted  three  runs.  In  the  next 
inning  with  two  down  Murphy  was 
walked,  went  to  third  when  Mallory  made 
a  bad  throw  to  get  him  off  first  base,  and 
scored  on  Welch's  single  to  centre.  Ash- 
burn, who  started  for  Yale,  pitched  good 
ball  for  seven  innings,  except  in  the  third, 
allowing  only  five  hits.  He  was  replaced 
by  Scott  in  the  eighth.  Brown  smacked 
Scott  for  three  hits  in  a  row  and  added  the 
final  run. 

The  fielding  features  of  the  game  were 
furnished  by  O'Hearn  with  a  beautiful  one- 
hand  catch  of  a  liner  oi^  Hoffman's  bat  in 
the  second  inning,  and  fine  catches  by  Neale 
and  Wear  and  brilliant  infield  play  by  Ew- 
ing, Ruckstull  and  Murphy. 


BROWN  4,  HARVARD  i 

At  Andrews  Field  on  Memorial  Day, 
May  30,  Brown  outplayed  Harvard  and 
won  without  much  trouble.  The  crowd, 
numbering  7000,  was  one  of  the  largest 
ever  seen  at  a  baseball  game  at  Brown. 
A  strong  northwest  wind  made  the  judg- 
ing of  flies  difficult. 

Harvard  was  able  to  reach  Neubauer, 
Brown's  right-handed  pitcher,  for  but  four 
hits,  Campbell  getting  two  of  these. 

Harvard  threatened  to  score  on  three 
occasions  but  only  came  through  on  one, 
Hammond  stealing  home  in  the  second  in- 
ning for  the  Crimson's  only  run.  It  was 
a  daring  piece  of  base  running  and  cleverly 
executed. 

Brown  nicked  Spalding  for  eight  hits  in 
eight  innings,  but  these  hits  were  well 
scattered,  most  of  Brown's  runs  coming  as 
the  results  of  the  ragged  playing  of  Har- 
vard's infield  behind  Spalding.  Earl 
Brown,  who  replaced  Spalding  in  the  box 
for  Harvard  in  the  eighth,  was  touched  up 
for  one  single. 

Cutler  came  through  strongly  with  the 
bat,  getting  three  of  Brown's  hits,  while 
Ruckstull  and  Trumbow^er  each  connected 
for  two  safe  drives.  There  were  some 
bright  lights  in  the  fielding,  each  team 
making  two  double  plays,  Trumbower 
made  a  pair  of  brilliant  catches  and  Ruck- 
stull and  Jenkins  turned  in  some  fine  in- 
field work. 

BROWN   I,   HARVARD  o 

A  most  remarkable  week  in  baseball 
came  to  an  end  on  Saturday,  May  31, 
when  Brown  blanked  Harvard,  winning 
her  second  victory  in  two  days  over  the 
Crimson.  The  record  for  the  season 
against    Brown's    principal  baseball   rivals 
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was  thus  set  at  two  victories  over  Harvard 
and  two  over  Yale. 

After  the  first  inning,  in  which  Brown 
scored  her  only  run,  the  contest  developed 
into  a  pitchers'  battle  between  Elmer  Dug- 
gan,  Brown's  star  hurler,  and  Earl  Brown, 
Harvard's  dusky  twirler.  Both  men 
pitched  exceptionally  fine  ball,  Duggan  a 
trifle  outshining  his  opponent. 

The  Brown  hurler,  who  on  the  previous 
Wednesday  struck  out  i6  batters  in  the 
game  with  Yale,  fanned  1 1  in  the  Harvard 
game  and  allowed  only  three  scattering 
hits.  Brown  of  Harvard  struck  out  eight 
Brunonians  and  allowed  six  hits,  three  of 
them  in  the  first  inning. 

The  trio  of  singles  in  the  initial  frame 
was  sufficient  for  Brown  to  put  across  the 
winning  run.  Ruckstull,  the  first  man  up, 
singled  into  right  field,  and  Trumbower 
followed  with  another.  Pitcher  Brown 
tightened,  and  Dixon,  the  next  man  at  the 
plate,  could  hit  only  a  roller  which  was 
easily  fielded  by  Hill,  Harvard  third  base- 
man. Cutler,  Brown  shortstop,  then  sin- 
gled to  right,  scoring  Ruckstull. 

With  both  pitchers  at  their  best,  the 
game  offered  little  that  was  spectacular. 
Brown  fielded  cleanly  throughout  the  game 
and  Harvard  was  only  a  little  behind.  The 
attendance  was  the  second  largest  of  the 
year. 

BROWN  o,  PROVIDENCE  i 

In  one  of  the  most  remarkable  college 
baseball  games  ever  played  anywhere, 
Providence  College  won  from  Brown  at 
Andrews  Field,  June  7,  i  to  O  in  twenty 
innings  in  the  first  of  the  annual  series  be- 
tween the  two  local  institutions  of  learning. 

Elmer  Duggan  of  Brown  and  Reynolds 
of  Providence,  the  opposing  pitchers, 
twirled  the  whole  of  this  wonderful  pitch- 
ers' battle.  Duggan  allowed  only  five  hits 
and  fanned  twenty-nine  batters.  Reynolds, 
pitching  his  first  big  game,  allowed  eight 
hits  and  fanned  eleven  batters.  Duggan 
passed  five  men  and  Reynolds  six. 

Revnolds  was  saved  on  at  least  five  occa- 


sions by  the  marvelous  fielding  of  Wholey 
in  centre,  who  had  nine  put-outs,  most  of 
them  of  the  sensational  order,  and  by  won- 
derful catches  by  Brickley  and  Beck.  Trum- 
bower of  Brown  prevented  Providence 
from  winning  in  the  twelfth  inning  when 
he  raced  backward  fifteen  yards  for  Doyle's 
drive  to  centre  and  caught  the  ball  with 
one  hand.  Beck  of  Providence  performed 
a  similar  stunt  in  the  eighteenth  when  he 
made  a  shoestring  catch  of  a  drive  by  Hoff- 
man, which  would  have  won  the  game. 

Brown  missed  several  possible  chances  to 
score  by  poor  work  on  the  bases.  Reynolds 
took  advantage  of  this  and  pitched  extra- 
ordinary ball  to  get  himself  out  of  tight 
holes.  Providence  won  the  game  in  the 
twentieth  with  one  man  out.  Doyle  hit  to 
Ruckstull  of  Brown,  who  made  a  mess  of 
an  easy  roller.  Creegan  sacrificed  and 
Doyle  continued  to  third  on  a  wild  pitch 
by  Duggan.  Doyle  was  thus  the  first  Prov- 
idence man  to  reach  third  base  during  the 
twenty  innings. 

With  this  stage  set.  Beck  rapped  a  single 
to  centre  that  scored  the  only  run.  In 
Brown's  half  Ruckstull  walked  and  went 
to  second  on  Trumbower's  sacrifice,  but 
Dixon  and  Cutler  were  unable  to  produce 
the  hit  that  would  have  tied  the  score. 
Out  of  Brown's  eight  hits  Trumbower  and 
Murphy  each  made  three.  For  Providence 
Brickley  made  two  of  the  five  for  his  team. 

BROWN  2,  PROV.  COLLEGE  i 

At  Andrews  Field,  June  14,  Brown  took 
her  revenge  for  the  defeat  by  Providence 
College  a  week  earlier.  One  of  the  largest 
crowds  ever  seen  at  Andrews  Field  was  in 
attendance.  Elmer  Duggan,  the  Brown 
pitcher,  allowed  only  one  hit,  while  Rey- 
nolds of  Providence  allowed  three.  Brown 
scored  two  runs  in  the  fourth  inning  and 
Providence  one  in  the  sixth.

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A  Book  by  Professor  Hunkins 


To  record  that  "Favorite  French 
Poems,"  by  Professor  Charles  H.  Hunkins 
of  the  University  faculty,  was  ordered  im- 
mediately on  publication  by  fourteen  col- 
leges is  to  indicate  the  interest  in  the  book. 
Many  of  us  have  long  known  Professor 
Hunkins  as  a  thorough-going,  inspiring 
teacher  of  French.  A  few  of  us  know  him 
as  a  sincere  admirer  of  the  French  people 
and  a  student  of  their  language,  their  man- 
ners and  their  customs.  For  some  years  he 
has  given  especial  attention  to  French  po- 
etry, believing,  as  he  says  in  the  preface  to 
his  book,  that  "poetry  is  an  important  part 
of  French  literature,  yet  little  time  is  given 
to  its  study  by  our  high  schools  and  col- 
leges." This  slighting  he  attributes  to 
"the  lack  of  time  and  the  difficulty  of  mak- 
ing American  students  understand  and  ap- 
preciate French  poetry." 

So  Professor  Hunkins  has  set  out  to  ac- 
quaint   students    with    some    of   the  best- 


known  poems  in  French.  Report  has  it 
that  he  read  many  hundreds  of  poems  in 
making  his  selections.  He  has  ranged  from 
Charles  D'Orleans,  who  fought  and  fell 
prisoner  to  the  English  in  the  battle  of 
Agincourt,  141 5,  to  Paul  Bourget  and  Ed- 
mond  Rostand.  He  has  chosen  with  a  view 
to  variety  and  interest;  and  there  is  not  a 
dull  poem  in  the  collection.  We  suspect 
that  some  of  the  poems  are  Professor  Hun- 
kins's  own  favorites  and,  accordingly,  the 
study  of  them  is  the  more  acute  for  us. 
The  book  has  a  clear-cut  exposition  of  the 
fundamentals  of  French  versification,  an 
excellent  vocabulary,  brief  sketches  of  the 
authors  included,  line  drawings  of  some  of 
the  better-known  poets,  and  helpful  notes. 
Professor  Hunkins  has  done  his  work  well  ; 
we  commend  his  book  to  all  students  of 
French,  especially  those  outside  the  class- 
room. Henry  Holt  and  Co.  are  the  pub- 
lishers.

His  last  active  work  as  a  minister 
was  done  in  Meriden,  N.  H.  He  served 
for  a  term  as  President  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Conference  of  Baptist  Ministers  and 
was  otherwise  prominent  in  his  denomina- 
tion in  that  State.  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  was 
twice  married,  his  first  wife  having  been 
Jessie  L.  P.  Wate  and  his  second,  Annie 
Stone  Wate.  His  two  sons,  Horace  T. 
Brown  and  Reginald  L.  Brown,  who  was 
a  member  of  the  class  of  1903  at  Brown, 
are  dead.  Mr.  Brown  belonged  to  the 
Delta  Upsilon  fraternity.

Mr.  Corthell  also  was  first  assistant  engi- 
neer in  the  construction  of  the  Union  Sta- 
tion, Providence,  resident  engineer  on  the 
South  Station,  Boston,  and  terminal  engi- 
neer for  the  New  York  Central,  with  head- 
quarters in  New  York.  He  had  a  direct 
part  in  the  construction  of  the  Grand  Cen- 
tral terminal  in  the  last-named  city.  Mr. 
Corthell  was  born  in  Whitman,  Mass., 
July  3,  i860,  the  son  of  James  H.  and 
Charlotte  (Almy)  Corthell.  He  was  a 
member  of  Chi  Phi  in  college.
